and turn toward Christ. Thar is 
Conversion and everlasting life. 


'"It is a great gulf, because it is 


constantly widening. You are near- 
er heaven or hell tonight than you 
were last night. It is a great gulf 
because of the difference between the 
lost and the saved. 


"Don t you let anyone tell you it 


is a matter of small concern whether 
you accept Christ or reject him. I 
tell you, my friends, the important 
thing tonight is not your catching 
cars- but whether or not you 
are 


losing your soul. A -great many more 
people are more concerned about a 
few minutes' sleep than they 
are 


about their souls. Better to lose 
sleep. I say, than to spend eternity 
in hell. 


"I will not try to picture to you: 


eye hath not seen nor hath ear heard 
all that it will mean to be with the 
good and godly in the kingdom and 
under the leadership of Jesus Christ. 
I cannot depict to you what it will 
mean for a soul to be lost, cast into 
the outer darkness where there is 
wailing and weeping and gnashing of 
teeth, to have the caverns of the 
doomed resound with the wails and 
echoes of your lost soul. Lost, lost, 
eternally lost! 


The Gnlf is Fixed. 


'•The -more salient truth," says Dr. 


Lyon, "js that this great gulf is being 
fixed. Xow, if we had no Bible I be- 
lieve I could convince every thinking 
person in this building of the truth 
of this gulf being fixed, of eternal 
life and eternal destruction. I would 
do- it by the consideration of three 
great natural laws, -which everyone, 
whether you are godly "or ungodly, 


down. 'They would go to the booze 


. I mean tlie carrion,' you'd say,— 


and that's just where they" go " 


"By your own choice you are decid- 


ing your own destiny. You are sep- 
arating yourselves either among hum- 
ming birds or buzzards. 


"The third law—the law of habit, is 


the strongest of all." said the evangel- 
ist, quoting Prof. James' example of 
water flowing down a hill, cutting its 
own channel on the first day, and then 
using the same channel after 
that, 


cutting it deeper and deeper as time 
goes on. 


"So my friend, by the universal law 


of habit, you are fixing your own fate, 
and for the same excuse that you would 
turn back on Jesus Christ tonight and 
refuse to cross that gulf, you would 
also do it tomorrow and the next day 
and the next day after that At last 
your life becomes fixed and you are 
either on the right side or the wrong 
side. 


*'If you do not receive Jesus Christ 


as your Lord and Saviour. God says 
you are on the wrong side and by that 
law of habit, when that gulf "is once 
fixed it will be fixed forever." 


In closing, Dr. Lyon related the 


heroism of Louis Aggasir when a boy 
in Switzerland. 
The great botanist, 


with a young brother, came upon a 
crevice in the glacier-covered moun- 
tain. Kneeling down, ne stretched his 
body across the opening, letting his 
younger brother crawl over his body 
to safety.

ROBBERY OF THE 


AMERICAN FARMER. 


If American manufacturers in a 


single year export to countries in 
North America outside of the 
United States $6UOOO.OOO of agri- 
cultural implements and sell them 
there from one-fourth to one-third 
cheaper than the price charged 
farmers of the United States, is it 
not t-lear that our farmers are 
being robbed under the protective 
tariff system, aud that extortion 
is being practiced ou them to get 
big dividends for the Trust bene- 
ficiaries ? 


The farmer is told that he 


benefits by a tariff upon wheat, 
corn, and other products that he 
raises but there are practically uo 
imports of these, while 23 per cent, 
of the grains used by foreigners 
come from America. It is unite 
evident then that the American 
farmer sells abroad and that when 
he does he must meet and com- 
pete with the prices paid to the 
Egyptian, the Indian, aud Russian 
farmer, all of whom buy their 
farm machinery—American made 
at that—for much less than does 
the American farmer. That, cer- 
tainly, is not treating the Ameri- 
can farmer fairly. 


Four years ago President Taft 


promised to revise downward a 
high tariff which compelled farm- 
ers to buy their farm machinery 
in the greatest monopoly market 
in the world, while selling in a 
cheap one, but he violated that 
pledge, and he now stands for the 
perpetuation of that tariff. A 
Democratic Congress and Presi- 
dent will give relief.

There is aa art in bearing heat, 


and many people have not learn- 
ed it The suffering is greater In 
the beginning of the seasou than 
later on, because 
experience 


teaches the art to some. The 
first irem of the art to master is 
In dressing. The clothes should 
be as few as the law allows and 
as light and porous as possible. 
Our intermittent warm and cool 
weather makes us more suscep- 
tible to heat than others, and one 
of the reasons is it makes us 
•wear hot clothes in hot weather. 
The second is eating. Fruits, 
salads, vegetables, buttermilk, 
cereals, bread and lean meat 
(and 
not overmuch of the last 


The most im- 
portant item to control is quan- 
tity. Xest are fats and greases

He said:— 


As Christians we 


have long lament- 
ed our differences 
and wondered at 
their number. As 
•we have' beea get- 


ting rid one after another of the doctri- 
nal errors of the past, and see then- fool- 
ishness, and learn that they are not 
supported by Bible testimony, we won- 
der how they originally got a foothold in 
Christian faith. But a glance backward 
is sufficient to explain the situation. 


During the ministry of our Lord and 


the Apostles the faith of the Church 
-was kept pure, but as Jesus prophesied 
in the parable of The Wheat and Tares, 
all this changed as soon as the Apos- 
tles fell asleep. He says. "While men 
slept, the enem? came and sowed 
tares" amongst tbe wheat. The tares 
of error, sown by Satan shortly after 
the death of the Apostles have yielded 
an 
abundant crop and 
well-nigh 


choked out the good seed of the King- 
dom—Christ's saintly followers. 
The 


nominal wheat-field might almost be 
called a tare-field, so greatly do the 
tares pre'Jominate. 


But in the Harvest, the end of this 


Age the dawning of the New Age of 
Messiah's Kingdom, tbe Lord will fa- 
Tor such conditions as will effect a thor- 
ough separation between the ''wheat" 
and the "tares." He will gather His 
wheat into the garner. All imitation 
Christians will, by tbe fiery troubles 
of that day, be reduced to the ranks 
of the world In general. 


- Judas' Place Improperly Filled. 
Whilst the eleven Apostles were 


waiting as directed for the Pentecostal 
blcssinjr. they, contrary to direction, 
busied themselves by appointing a suc- 
cessor to Judas. They chose two men. 
and of the two selected one by lot, 
and then supposed that they bad made 
an apostle- Without renmving them 
God" ignored their choicelfthenceforth 
we hear no more of Matthias. In His 
own time God bronght forth the suc- 
cessor of Judas, and we all recognize 
at once St. Paul, of whom it is written 
that he was "not one whit behind the i 
chiefest of the Apostles" and that he 
had visions and revelations more than 
they all- 
St. Paul's writings constitute the 


major portion of the New Testament, 
' and are invaluable gifts of God to His 


people. There never were to be more 
apostles than these Twelve. Jesus de- 
clares that He - chose The Twelve. 
Asain He declares that God gave them 
to*"Him and that He lost none of them 
sav.e Judas, whose" disloyalty bad al- 
ready been foretold. 


When Jesns prayed for these He dif- 


ferentiated them from His other fol- 
lowers, saying. •'Neither pray I for 
these alone, but for all those also who 
shall believe on Me through their 
word." Their words are His words. 
Tb<"v have been His mouthpieces to the 
Church. Of these Twelve, and of none 
others. 
He declares. 
"Whatsoever 


things ye shall bind on earth snail be 
bound in Heaven." and whatsoever 
things ye shall declare loosed all shall 
know are loosed and not binding in 
the sight of Heaven. So carefully did 
the Lord intend to supervise these in 
their utterances, that their words 
would be infallible; and He wished all 
»f His followers to know this. 


Furthermore, after our Lord had as- 


cended to glory, He sent a message to 
the Church through St John the Reve- 
lator. In that message He pictured 
the Twelve Apostles as a crown of 
twelve stars, opon the head of tbe 
Woman, tbe Church. 
Again, in the 


symbolical picture of the New Jerusa- 
lem which represents the Church in 
glory beyond tbe veil. He pictures the 
Twelve Apostles as the twelve founda- 
tion stones. There never were to be 
any more, nor any less. From this 
standpoint we see that we are not to 
expect an additional revelation of any 
kind. God's people are not to trust ei- 
ther in their own speculations and 
mental gymnastics, or In visions and 
dreams; for. as St. Pan! declares, "If 
any man preach any other Gospel than 
thnt which we have preached, let him 
be accursed," (Galatians i, 8, 9.) So, 
too. he declares. "The Word of His 
jn-jice is able to build yon up," and to 
-make you wise unto 
salvation." 


Ajrnin he ?aid. "The Word of God is 
sufficient, that the man of God may 
l>e thoroughly furnished." 
(Acts xs. 


32; IT Timothy iii. 15-17.) 
We see. 


then, that the Church ntx»ded no more 
than tbe Twelve Apostles, nor any 
further revelation of nny kind than 
tlwe given to her thr«iiKh this In- 
•Dired arsostlesbJo 
Hat tiiat tu*» 


ackoowedged them. 
Let us remeia- 


ber, further, that the matter grew 
gradually, just as titles and dignities 
grow at this day. 


Let us remember that the early 


Christians were not generally educat- 
ed—that remarkably few people in old- 
en times were able to read. Indeed 
general ability to read belongs only to 
our generation, to those living in this 
our wonderful day—the dawning of the 
New Era of Messiah's Kingdom. Let 
us remember also that at that time 
books were very scarce, because very 
expensive. The Jews did. indeed, en- 
deavor to have a copy of the Holy 
Scriptures in each synagogue, there to 
be read once a week, in portions, from 
large and costly scrolls. 


Christians, expelled from the syna- 


gogue, had no longer the opportunity 
of the Jews for studying the Old Testa- 
ment Scriptures. And tbe New Testa- 
ment, written in a fragmentary man- 
ner, was costly also, and not brought 
together as a collection for a long time 
after the death of the Apostles. The 
Sacred writings soon became relics, 
remembrances of the dead Apostles 
and of Jesus, worshipped by ail. but 
not studied, even by those who were 
able to read. Their value for Instruc- 
tion was considered at an end. because 
tbe theory in the meantime had sprung 
up that the living bishops were the rep 
resentatives of the Apostolic office and 
Inspirations. 
The people, therefore, 


unable to read, asked not What say 
the Apostles? but received taeir tbe 
ological instructions from the bishops, 
whom they believed to be the living 
Apostles. 


When we reflect that very few min- 


isters in" one city, even of one denom- 
ination, are today fully agreed as re- 
spects Divine Truth, we must not be 
surprised tbat during the two centuries 
following the death of "the Apostles, 
these supposed "successors" got int" 
all kinds of false doctrine each lead- 
ing a company of believers and hold- 
ing the pre-eminence of his own views, 
few thinking to measure their presen- 
tations by those of The Twelve, Divine- 
ly appointed.

The clergy, under the -lead of the 
bishops as supposed successors to the 
Apostles, lorded it over God's heritage- 
Later, in the Sixth century, the Bish- 
op of Rome began to be considered su- 
perior to all other bishops, and finally 
was declared to be tbe chief father, or 
papa, or Pope- 


Abovit the Fourth Century creed-mak- 


ing began. The Nicene Creed, the Atb- 
anasian Creed and tbe Apostles' Creed, 
all were formulated in the Fourth Cen- 
tury. It was discovered that more than 
a thousand bishops—psuedo-apostles— 
were teaching very contrary doctrines 
on many subjects. The Emperor Con- 
stantine accepted Christianity and was 
perplexed by tbe variety of teaching. 
He convened the "Apostolic Council" 
of Nice. But although he provided ex- 
pense money for all bishops attending, 
only about one-third obeyed the com- 
mand. 


These bishops disputed and wran- 


gled over differences for days and 
weeks and months. Finally they reach- 
ed a conclusion satisfactory to the em- 
peror. It was promulgated with gov- 
"ernmental sanction and with the dec- 
laration that any persons or teachings 


other, when in reality there was 
particular difference between them. It 
was all tbe bishops could do to keep 
the people from studying God's "Word 
themselves and to make them satisfied 
with the presentations already given 
them by their teachers. 
* 


Therefore tbe 
Bishop of London _ 


bought up a lot of Tyndale's Testa-j 
ments and burned them in public. Bat 
more were printed and the demand in-j 
creased. People hungered for God's 
Word and felt suspicious of tbe creeds, 
as well they might 
Then came the 


Catholic Bible in the English language, 
and later, our Common Version English 
Bible, and many others. Still the claim 
is made that Protestants should not 
read the Catholic Bible, and that Cath- 
olics should not read the Protestant 
Bible, when in reality, the two are 
practically the same—good translations. 


It would appear that there are many 


religious teachers of all denominations 
who outwardly extol the Bible for 
popularity's sake, but who in reality, 
-inwardly wish the people would never 
read It for they realize that-the Bible 
is the greatest foe in the world to eccle- 
siastical hypocrisies and superstitions. 


Back-to the Bible,'Says Pope! 


The present Pope with a clear vision 


beholds the drifting of our day away 
from all faith and religion. Viewing] 
the attitude of the Protestant colleges, j 
universities and theological seminaries, j 
the Pope realized that nearly all the: 
educated young men of Protestant | 
lands are being taught Higher Critic-j 
ism. •which is but the polite modern 
name for infidelity. He perceived that 
Protestantism, which originally boast- 
ed of its fidelity to the Bible, and pro- 
tested against the acceptance of thej 
teachings of the bishops as instead of j 
the Divine Word, has cut loose from] 
tbe Bible as an inspired authority and ] 
is drifting upon the rocks of Higher 
Criticism, rationalism, atheism.

Creed-making along these lines pro- 


gressed for twelve hundred years, 
while tbe Bible was neglected. It was 
not even thought necessary for instruc- 
tion in theological seminaries. Lutber. 
then a devout Catholic, had taught and 
preached for years without ever see- 
ing a Bible. Tbe explanation is that 
tbe bishops, esteemed to be living apos- 
tles In full authority, were thought to 
have more up-to-date knowledge than 
the original Twelve, and in Apostolic 
Councils had formulated creeds which 
they declared were alone necessary to 
be believed. Can we wonder that In 
all those fifteen centuries the real nug- 
gets of Truth which had been deliv- 
ered by Jesus and the Apostles, and the 
Prophets became sadly iccrusted with- 
human tradition, superstition, misun- 
derstanding, etc.?
